Washington.—It is believed to be the 


Intention of President Wilson to stick 
to the precedent which he established 
and to- deliver in person the treaty of 
peace nnd the covenant of the league 
of nations to the United States sen- 
ate, and to accompany the presenta- 
tion with a speech of elucidation and 
indorsement. 


Already a summary of the covenant 


of the league of'nations and the peace 
terms have been- given to the American 
people, but the pacts as they have been 
written in extenso probably will be 
made public only when the president 
appears before the senate. 


The means of making and of secur- 


ing ratification of peace treaties and 
international pacts of all kinds is of 
particular interest today. 
In fact, it 


is of greater interest, so some of the 
senators seem to think, than anything 
in connection with foreign affairs has 
been since President Monroe put forth 
the doctrine which has become his- 
toric. 


As soon as the president has ex- 


plained from his point of view all the 
sections of the treaty, and .of the cove- 
nant which really has been made a 
part of the treaty,

children below fourteen years of ago 
In nny mill, cnnnery, workshop, fac- 
tory or manufacturing establishment, 
or below sixteen In any mine, The suinc 
lux Is Imposed If children 
between 


fourteen and sixteen yuars nre em- 
ployed more, than eight hours per day, 
or nt night work, or more thnn sl.x 
days n week. 


This federal Inw is Identical with thu 


child labor law which wns declared 
unconstitutional by the United Slates 
Supreme court n few months ago, ex- 
cept thnt the pemilly now provided IH 
n tax of 10 per cenl nn net prollts In- 
stead'of a heavy line. 


"This new law," snld Georgo I', 


linmbreclit, clmlnimn of the 
Indus- 


trial commission, "makes II more Im- 
portant thnn over for Wisconsin em- 
ployers to observe strictly the pro- 
visions ol! the stare child labor law. 
The commissioner of Internal revenue 
has given us formal noilce thnt per- 
mits Issued by the Industrial commis- 
sion and I t s deputies will he accepted 
ns complying with the federal hnv.
